THE TITANIC STRUGGLE 


Although the fierce battle no\v in progress on the western front is 


by far the greatest and perhaps also (he most momentous in Ihe history 
of the world, and although the Teutons have driven a large wedge into 
the British lines, yet there is no great cause for alarm. 


The British are not defeated and when the retirement is understood 


their retreat will not appear to be so much of a victory for Germany. 


The Germans have tried their double turning; movement, which has 


given them all their leading victories of the war; but in the present 
case they came to the onslaught with much greater force and prepara- 
tion than ever before attempted. 
They first made a general attack on 


a 50 mile front after great artillery preparation. 
Then they concen- 


trated their force upon two widely separated points on the British front 
and finally broke through and tried the enveloping movement, although 
it is estimated by one authority that their losses in these frontal attacks 
in massed formation must have been from SO to 50 per cent. l>f the 
attacking forces. 


This, however, does not feazc Hindenburg, who said he was ready 


to lose a million men in fighting his way to Paris—so lavish is German 
autocracy in the destruction of human life. 
Another German authority 


said they were ready-to sacrifice 300,000 in breaking through. 
There 


is little doubt that they will sacrifice that number at least if they con- 
tinue the drive. 
They probably have already lost over half 
that 


number. 


But as to the turning movement as it was used in Poland, in 


Rumania and Itaty, so the Germans have forced the retirement of the 
British from theii' positions from Arras in the north to the St. Gobain 
forest in the south. 
Finding his front lines broken at two distant 


points, General Haig used skilful generalship in retiring to save the 
intervening line. 
By that course he drew the Germans away from their 


bases into the open and devastated area. 
His retirement was to posi- 


tions carefully prepared in anticipation of what has happened. 


All now depends upon whether the British will be able to hold their 


new positions. 
The general belief is that they will, and the further 


belief is that when the losses on both sides are computed, Germany will 
find that she has sacrificed hundreds of thousands of her "men without 
gaining her objective. 


The shelling of Paris by a long range gun has caused surprise 


owing to its originality from a mechanical point of view. 
An airplane 


raid would be much more destructive. 


As yet there is no cause'for alarm over (he situation, although it 


is natural that every friend of civilization will feel extremely anxious 
as .to the outcome.

the average man without influence or 
orlvilege? Does it embody in real face 
the highest conception of social jus- 
tice and of right living, without respect 


of person or clasi or particular In- 
terest." 


That test simply embodies the prin- 


ciples of justice which have always j 
prevailed but which have been but' 
seldom applied. President Wilson alms 
at making democracy synonymous with 
justice. Democracy has always had 
justice for Us highest aim but some- 
times fell far short of that ideal. 


GERMAN AMBITION 


It is now apparent to the world how 


vast and persistent is the ambition of 
Germany to rule the world. She has 
Petrograd within her grasp and with 
three armies converging on Moscow, 
Bhe can take it without any protracted 
siege. In the drive now in progress on 
'the western battlefront the evident aim 
of Germany is to take Paris. 


Whether she can accomplish that ob- 


ject remains to be seen but only the 
most heroic resistance can prevent her 
since she has vast armies of mer well 
trained for the assault and is ready 
to sacrifice them if necessary in secur- 
ing a victory. Should 
she 
capture 


Paris with Petrograd and Moscow in 
her possession,- her next move would 
be an 
invasion 
of England. 
The 


United States in such an eventuality 
would have the final reckoning with 
Germany and it would be one in which j 
German power could not easily be re- 
sisted without submarines. Apparent- 
ly the submarine has been dispensed 
with as a weapon of defense, but if an 
attempt were made to land troops on 
our shores, the submarine would be a 
most valuable weapon to use in pre- 
venting troops from landing.

lady, doing like so many other, of our 
countrywomen 
in Franco

the wounded victims of the war, was 
asked by two French ofllcors who had 
been blinded If she would not 
give 


them some lessons in English so that 
they could converse with their English 
speaking fellows in misfortune. 
Miss 


Getty immediately set out to find a 
French-English grammar 
in Braille, 


the blind alphabet, 
with 
which 
to 


teach them. She found that only two 
existed and these were at the Valen- 
tin Hauy association, an Institution for 
the blind, and that they could not of 
course bo taken away. Nothing daunt- 
ed. Miss Getty made 
up 
her 
own 


iraille grammar as she proceeded with 
the lessons. This caused her to realize 
nore and more the urgent need for 
Iterature for the blind. 


She began to 46ok about her to see 


vhat could be done in the matter. In 
he course of her quest she heard of 
a printing press that was adapted for 
vork of this kind and finding it sim- 
ile she purchased one with a couple of 
:omposing tables and turned a vacant 
apartment in her bouse into a prlnt- 
iig Khop which she operated herself 
nd called "The Wheel." (The wheel is 
he eastern symbol of wisdom.) 
In a little while she got an Inquiry 
r a French-Spanish grammar. None 
xisted. but with the aid of a person 
vho knew the Spanish Braille alpha- 
et. she composed one. This required 
lore tables and more types.

October. November and December 
of 


last year 875 volumes were 
printed 


and bound in cardboard.

umes were sent out to readers. More- 
over one hundred copies of the stat- 
utes of a society for men blinded

proceeds woro'stlll insufficient and the 
German authorities lilt upon the idea 
of making tlie communities respons- 
ible for the additional lines. Tills al- 
so proved unavailing1, for the commu- 
nities turned out to be as poor as the 
individual Jews. 


"Since Jan. 1916, matters have gone 


from bad to worse. 
The Jews have 


been compelled by starvation to go lo 
work In German munition factories at 
nominally 200 marks per month. They 
are kept in internment camps and are 
charged 100 marks a month for lodg- 
ing miserably in the camps and board 
consisting of bread and potatoes. The 
remainder of the 'salary' is taken by 
the authorities 
for rates and 
tuxes 


from their kindred left in Lithuania 
or confiscated altogether 
under some 


other pretext. 
The workmen are not 


allowed to leave, having beeit' com- 
pelled to sign on for the duration of 
the war." . 


He concludes with the statement: 
"The German liberators have totally 


ruined the Lithuanian Jews both mor- 
ally and economically in a manner un- 
paralleled by the Russian themselves."

If there is one chance in one hun- 


dred that we shall be short of ships 
in the next six months, then

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25,—Th« 


key to the whole ship question is that 
the business men of the country must 
know the need for ships; and that they 
be educated to the idea of ships; that 
they be organized to force and further 


th» building of 'ihfpi; »nd that they 
become, when no organiied. the me- 
dium through which things will get 
done in their several communities, Is 
the statement made today by Edward 
A. Fllene. chairman of the war ship- 
pins committee of the United States 
chamber of commerce. 
There can be no question of their 


willlngnes to help. The most insistent 
Inquiry that cornea to Washington Is 
'How can I help? What 
can I do? 


Show me the way." 
The answer comes from the war 


shipping committee of the chamber of 
commerce of the United States. 
It 


calls on every business organization 
in the country—particularly the organ- 
izations In shipbuilding communities— 
to organize for the carrying out of a 
well-defined program for local action. 


It calls on them to sit in with the 


shipbuilders once a week, and actual- 
ly go over their problems, to find out 
just how they can help. It la not at 
all the same thing as making a gen- 
eral blanket otter to help, and then 
sitting back to await the call. That 
has been tried, and it has failed. The 
need is for active and continued coun- 
sel through which the business men 
of the community seek, without of- 
ficious interference, to relieve the ship- 
builder of as many of his non-techni- 
cal problems as he needs to be relieved 
of.For example, the traffic expert of a

Some communities have had to solve 
the problem of changing the local 
business schedule by opening stores 
and offices a half-hour later in order

Every shipbuilding community should 


adopt a definite policy of rccognitior 
in its relations with the ship work 
ers.. The contribution of private auto 
mobiles is one phase of that. Anothe: 
may be found in a plan which is now be 
ing worked on by the war shipping 
committee, providing that ship work- 
ers, wearing the official ship workers' 
badge, bo admitted to moving picture 
shows and other places of amusement 
at a reduced price of admission. It is 
not merely a question of difference in 
price. It is the clear implication that 
goes with it that the community hon- 
ors and appreciates the ship workers 
as it honors and appreciates the sol- 
dier. 
And of course there are other 


ways in which such recognition can 
be given.

battle line. The vast 
majority of 


these planes, however, are 
training 


planes. 
It was necessary to pro- 


duce them first, and they have been 
produced 
first. 
To have centered

on combat and bombing 


planes, requiring trained fliers before 
we produced the planes on which to 
train our aviators, would have bee 
childish.

He has served under 
10 different presidents in his 44 years 
of service and has had eight different 
postmasters as his "boss." 
The veteran began delivering letters 


at the time that tlie postoffice was sit- 
uated on the site of the present HI1- 
dreth building. He was appointed by 
Major Edward T. Rowell In the admin- 
istration of President Grant. At that 
time the carriers were all-around men. 
They went to work at four in the 
morniner and worked until eight at 
night. They not only collected mail, 
but also classified it at the 
office— 


that is, dispatched outgoing mail—and 
then when time was on their hands 
they would take little delivery jaunts 
covering as much as 10 miles a day. 
There were no handy electric cars— 
not even a Fletcher street car—to car- 
ry the representatives of the lordly 
postoffice department to outlying dis- 
tricts.

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THE TITANIC STRUGGLE 


Although the fierce battle now in progress on the western front is 


by far the greatest and perhaps also the most momentous in (ho history 
of the world, and although the Teutons have driven a large wedge into 


"the-British lines, yet there is no S'reat cause for alarm. 


The British are not defeated and when the retirement is understood 


their retreat will not appear to be so much of a victory for Germany. 


The Germans have tried their double turning movement, which has 


given them all their leading victories of the war; but in the present- 
ease they came to the onslaught with much greater force and prepara- 
tion than ever before attempted. 
They first made a general attack on 


a 50 mile front after great artillery preparation. 
Then they conccn- 


tiated their force upon two widely separated points on the British front 
and finally broke through and tried the enveloping movement, although 
it is estimated by one authority that their losses in these frontal attacks 
in.massed formation must have been from 30 to 50 per cent, of the 


attacking forces. 


This, however, does not feaze Hindeuburg, who said ho was ready 


to lose a million men in fighting his way to Paris—so lavish is German 
autocracy in the destruction of human life. 
Another German authority 


said they were ready to sacrifice 300,000 in breaking through.' 
There 


is little floubt that they will sacrifice that number at least if they con- 
tinue the drive. 
They probably have already lost over half that 


number. 


But as to the turning movement as it was used in Poland, in 


Rumania and Italy, so the Germans have forced the retirement of the 
British from their positions from Arras in the north to the St. Gobain 
forest in the south. 
Finding his front lines broken at two distant 


points, General Haig vKfd skilful generalship in retiring to save the 
intervening line. 
By tlu.c course he drew the Germans away from their 


bases into the open and devastated area. 
His retirement was to posi- 


tions carefully prepared in anticipation of what has happened. 


All now depends upon whether the British will be able to hold their 


new positions. 
The general belief is that they will, and the further 


belief is that when the losses on both sides are computed, Germany will 
find, that she has sacrificed hundreds of thousands of her men without 
gaining her objective. 


The shelling of Paris by a long range gun has caused surprise 


owing to its originality from a mechanical point of view. 
An airplane 


raid would be much more destructive. 


As yet there is no cause for alarm over the situation, although it 


is natural that every friend of civilization will feel extremely anxious 


as to the outcome. 


GERMAN AMBITION 


It is now apparent to the world how 


vast and persistent is the ambition ol 
Germany to rule the world. She has 
Petrograd within her grasp and with 
three armies converging on Moscow, 
she can take it without any protracted 
siege. In the drive now in progress on 
the western battlefront the evident aim 
of Germany is to take Paris. 


Whether she can accomplish that ob- 


ject remains to be seen but only the 
most heroic resistance can prevent her 
since she has vast armies of men well 
trained for the assault and is ready 
to sacrifice them if necessary in secur- 
ing a victors'. Should 
she 
capture 


Paris with Fetiogracl and Moscow in 
her possession, her next move would 
be an 
invasion 
of England. 
The 


United States in such an eventuality 
would have the final reckoning with 
Germany and it would be one in which 
German power could not easily be re- 
sisted without submarines. Apparent- 
ly the submarine has been dispensed 
with as a weapon of defense, but if an 
attempt were made to land troops on 
our shores, the submarine would be a 
most valuable weapon to use in pre- 
venting troops from landing. The pos- 
sibilities of this war are only beginning 
to dawn upon the people of this 
country. But let no one assume that 
•we admit for a moment that any such 
eventuality 
is 
probable. 
Germany 


shall not pass to Paris and if not her 
last effort will be disastrous.

her 
own 
course be taken away. 
ed, Miss Oetty made 
, 
Braille grammar as she proceeded with 
the lessons. This caused her to realize 
more and more the urgent need 
for 


literature for the blind. 
She began to look about her to see 


what could be done in the matter. In 
the course of her quest she heard of 
a printing press that was adapted for 
work of this kind and finding it sim- 
ple she purchased one with a couple of 
composing tables and turned a vacant 
apartment In her house Into a print- 
ing shop which she operated herself 
and called "The Wheel." (The wheel Is 
the eastern symbol of wisdom.) 
In a little while she got an inquiry 


for a French-Spanish grammar. None 
existed, but with the aid of a person 
who knew the Spanish Braille alpha- 
bet, she composed one. This required 
more tables and more types. 
Next a 


series of books of instruction in mas- 
sage was undertaken, massage being a 
profession at which the blind soldiers 
soon become adepts and 
easily 
can 


earn a living. Little by little Miss Get- 
ty's work extended. 
She launched out 


with books to keep the blinded men In 
touch with modern 
thought, 
science 


and up-to-date literature. 
Copies of 


each work were sent to six Braille li- 
braries in re-education schools in Par- 
is and to 19 Braille libraries in 
the 


provinces, and soon ,97 soldiers were 
drawing individually upon the library 
she had been compelled to establish.

They 
are kept in internment camps and are 
charged 100 marks a month for lodg- 
ing miserably in the camps and board 
consisting of bread and potatoes. The 
remainder of the 'salary' is taken by 
the authorities 
for rates and

or confiscated altogether under some 
other pretext. The workmen are not 
allowed to leave, having been com- 
pelled to sign on for the duration of 
the war."

March 26.— While 
boards have been 


weighing the claims of objectors to 
military services who had revived long _ 
forgotten 
dependents, at least two 


Texans willing to" serve have received 
honorable discharges because the army 
decided it would put too great a strain 
on the United States ifovermnftnt to 
keep them in shoos. 


The recruits recently were discharg- 


ed from Camp Travis at San Antonio 
because of the high pr(ce of leather. 
Both were negroes from the Texas bot- 
toms and both were valiant in their 
wishes to "get" the German emperor. 
If either could have stepped on him. 
it would have ended the war. Each 
would have worn shoes number 15 1C 
the army could have supplied them. 
It was estimated that shoes would 
have to be made to order for them at 
a cost of $20 a pair and so they wera 
sent back to the farms. 
Some of the exemption claims have 


been freakish. 
In Dallis, a tearful 


claimant pictured the suffering of his 
grandmother if his support were re- 
movcd. An investigation 
proved she 


had been dead twenty years, and in 
the opinion of the board members, it 
was the first time the objector had 
thought of it. He was arrested and 
is still In jail. 
Only a few Texans now ask exemp- 


tion on conscientious grounds. Train- 
ing camp customs are becoming famil- 
iar to persons in all parts of the atata 
and the "conscientious objector" kuowa 
he is sure of a safe, if not savory, job 
with the kitchen pollen. 


A Dallas negro, suspicious or the vir- 


tue of written claims, took his evi- 
dence with him. When called before 
the board, he herded in seven children 
and his wife, and professed a perfect 
willingness to serve in tho'army If the 
board would promise to take care or 
his family. 
Ho was granted exemp- 


tion. 
Another Dallas man asked the board 


members to read a packet of love let- 
ters in order to convince them of the 
acute suffering his wife would undergo 
if iie left her to serve with the colors. 
The board was visibly affected and 
was weakening rapidly when an -in- 
vestigator brought in word tha.t the , 
man had married after the first call 
and that the letters had been made 
to order by a. dutiful a,nd obedient wife.

done In their several communities, 
the Btatement made today by Gdwarc 
A. Filene, chairman of the war ship 
Ping committee of the United State 
chamber of commerce. 


There can be no Question of their 


wllltngnes to help. The most insisted 
nqqlry that comes to Washington Is 
'How can I help? What 
can I do' 
Show me the way." 


The answer comes from the war 


shipping committee of tho chamber 01 
commerce of the United States. 
It 


:alls on every business organization 
n the country—particularly the organ- 
zations in shipbuilding communities— 
to organize for the carrying out of a 
well-defined program for local action. 
It calls on them to sit in with the 


shipbuilders once a week, and actual- 
ly go over their problems, to find out 
just how they can help. It is not at 
all the same thing as making a gen- 
eral blanket offer to help, and then 
sitting back to await the call. That 
has been tried, and it has failed. The 
need is for active and continued coun- 
sel through which the business men 
of the community seek, without of- 
flcious interference, to relieve the ship, 
builder of as maj)y of his non-techni- 
cal problems as he needs to be relieved 
of. 


For example, the traffic expert of a 
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business uuoclatlon can be of great 
assistance to shipbuilders In getting 
materials for their work if he be free 
to five such help and makes it his first 
duty to do so.

Of, capita,! Importance also la the 


question of carrying workmen to ana 
from their work. The carllnes in many j 
communities are unable to meet the 
extra load which the Influx of thou- i 
sands of workers has put upon them. 
Some communities have had to solve 
the problem of changing the local

the Workmen a rush hour of their o» 
each morning. 


It may oven mean that the loc 


business organization must requlsltlo 
the services of owners of private auti 
mobiles to carry men to and tn 
their work.

Think of what it would mca 
if this were regularly done; and if th 
workmen of the plant saw daily

that had been lying idle at a certain 
Gulf port because it had no anchor 
chains. The owner could not get thorn 
thoug-h he had sent frantic appeals to 
Washington. I asked certain business 
men there if they could not have got- 
ten those chains if they had under- 
taken it in behalf of that ship owner. 
They said they believed they could have 
put it through; and they said 
they 


would make tha attempt at once. Th" 
notion of doing such a thing simply 
had not occurred to them." 


"Here is a second example: In an- 


other city there was a grade crossing 
where freight trains blocked the ap- 
proach to a shipbuilding plant. 
In 


consequence the workers were delas-ed 
in stormy or fair weather every morn- 
ing and evening:—sometimes as much 
as 20 minutes. The chamber of com- 
merce, which had organized to help 
the local shipbuilders took hold of the 
dlfliculty and had a bridge over that 
crossing in record time. 


"In still another city a delay of 


weeks in the installation of electric 
power necessary for building- ships was 
settled within three hours after the 
local chamber of commerce found out 
from the shipbuilders how they had 
• 


been delayed. 


"So much for the vital facts'. 
They 


all point to ore conclusion that can- 
not be understood too clearly. Help- 
ing to build more ship's is the most 
important war job at this time. The 
man or organization that successfully 
helps in this, is doing a job which at
